NEW YORK (AP) - In the 
first conference trying to bring 
aerospace skills down to earth 
in the nation’s cities, industry 
executives often were warned it 
may be harder to move many 
men across town than to put 
one on the moon. 
The government officials who 
hope the ailing aerospace in­ 
dustry can provide a trans­ 
fusion for dying cities stressed 
that the politics, policy and 
people problems in the cities 
are not the same as in space. 
Ironically, though, the confer­ 
ence planners skirted one of the 
fundamental new forces the in­ 
dustry will have to deal with in 
cities: the rising demand of 
residents for neighborhoixl con­ 
trol of services. 
The three-day Urban Tech­ 
nology Conference, which ended 
Wednesday, brought together 
more than 400 executives of 
aerospace and electronic firms, 
government officials and tech­ 
nical researchers. It was spon­ 
sored by the American Institute 
of Aeronautics and Astronaut­ 
ics, the National League of 
Cities, the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors and the International 
City Management Association 
in cooperation with the City of 
New York. 
James 
M. 
Beggs, 
under­ 
secretary of the federal Depart­ 
ment of Transportation, put the 
problem 
this way: 
“ I 
was 
asked that old saw: Tf we can 
go to the moon, why can’t we 
get across town?’ Well, the rea- 


son is that it’s tougher There 
are people in the way of getting 
across town, and there aren’t 
any people on the way to the 
moon.” 
And Mayor Carl B. Stokes of 
Cleveland said: “ The new tech­ 
nology is impotent in the ab­ 
sence of institutional change.” 
New 
housing 
construction 
techniques, some of which were 
exhibited by Boeing Co. and 
General Electric, will not pro­ 
vide a decent home for every 
American. Stokes said, unless 
there is a redistribution of in­ 
come to the poor and funda­ 
mental change in political in­ 
stitutions. 
He proposed federal control 
of local zoning by which some 
municipalities now exclude the 
poor and the black 
“ You will have to politicize 
your 
blueprints,” 
said 
San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto. 
Cities will not accept “ warm­ 
ed over techniques’’ from the 
space and defense programs, 
he said, calling for a drive to 
develop cheap tunneling meth- 
(xls so underground highways 
would be no more expensive 
than surface roads, which now 
cut up city neighborhoixls.

Will Use 
New Touch 
With Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fed­ 
eral officials hav e decided to 
use a soft touch in enforcing 
water quality standards ag ainst 
industrial polluters. 
Criminal prosecution will be 
the last resort, federal officials 
said at a g ov ernment-industry 
conference Wednesday , and any 
charg es filed will probably fall 
on plant manag ers, not top ex ­ 
ecutiv es. 
In fact, said an official of 
the Env ironmental Protection 
Ag ency , 
EPA’s 
reg ional en­ 
forcement ag ents hav e been in­ 
structed not to recommend a 
suit ag ainst a company before 
try ing to g et a firm’s v oluntary 
cooperation. 
The g ov ernment’s 
enforce­ 
ment plans were spelled out to 
industrialists in a conference 
sponsored by the National Asso­ 
ciation of Manufacturers and 
transmitted 
by 
closed-circuit 
telev ision to participants in 27 
cities. 
“ Our policy is not to bring 
suit if we don’t hav e to, ” Quar­ 
les said. 
Shiro Kashiwa, assistant U.S. 
attorney g eneral, said that if a 
suit is recommended by EPA 
or the Corps, the J ustice De­ 
partment “ would prefer a civ il 
injunctiv e suit.”

Seale's Dismissal Not Unique, But Unusual 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
judge’s dismissal of murder- 
kidnap charges against Black 
Panthers Bobby G. Seale and 
Ericka Huggins may not be un­ 
precedented, but it is highly un­ 
usual. 
At least once in the recent 
past, a judge has thrown out 
the case of controversial de­ 
fendants who had already gone 
through one trial because he 
decided jurors unprejudiced by 
adverse publicity could not be 
found. 
Still, Judge Harold V. Mul- 
vey’s action Monday in New 
Haven was extraordinary. The 
usual course would have been 
for him to provide for a cool­ 
ing-off peri(xl and then a new 
trial of Seale and Mrs. Huggins 
elsewhere in Connecticut. 
Much of the nation watched 
on television as Jack Ruby 
fired his .38-caliber revolver at 
Lee Harvey Oswald in a Dallas 
police station. But even though 
Ruby’s murder conviction was 
reversed, partly because so 
many prospective jurors had 
witnessed 
the 
slaying, 
the 
nightclub operator would have 
gone on trial in Wichita Falls, 
140 miles northwest of Dallas, 
had he not succumbed to can­ 
cer. 
More recently, there was the 
highly publicized case of Alice 
Crimmins, the ex-barmaid ac­ 
cused of garroting one of her 
children and arranging to have 
the second killed. 
Her manslaughter conviction 
was 
overturned, 
but 
three 
years later she was tried again 
in New York City. This time it 
was for murder and she was 
convicted. 
The distinction, suggests a 
Milwaukee lawyer and former 
government prosecutor, may be

that the Seale-Huggins case and 
its predecessor, trial of the 
“ Milwaukee 14, ” had “ political 
overtones that gain the public­ 
ity." 
The lawyer. Franklyn M. 
Gimbel, 
represented 
federal 
judge Myron Gordon, who dis­ 
missed federal charges agaiast 
10 of the Vietnam war protes­ 
ters in 1969 because “ of the ef­ 
fect of adverse publicity on the 
prospective jurors” 
The 10 had been convicted 
earlier 
in 
state

on 
charges of burglary, arson and 
theft. The Justice Department 
appealed Judge Gordon’s ac­ 
tion, but the Supreme Court re­ 
fused on Feb. 24, 1970, to over­ 
rule him. 


Gimbel. in a telephone inter­ 
view. said “ this case was as 
close a parallel to the Seale- 
Huggins ruling as you can find 
in recent jurisprudence in this 
country.” 


Only two of the nine Justices. 
Warren E. Burger and Potter 
Stewart, favored hearing the 
government’s argument that 
judges must either switch the 
site of a trial, delay it until the 
publicity eases or keep trying 
to empanel an unbiased jury. 
Richard Uviller. a former 
New 
York 
prosecutor 
who 
teaches criminal law at Colum­ 
bia University, said Judge Mul- 
vey’s ruling “ seemed odd ’ 
“ There have been many in­ 


stances of highly publicized 
crimes in which it has proved 
possible, though difficult, to as­ 
semble an impartial jury nev­ 
ertheless," Uviller said in dis­ 
cussing the action with a news­ 
man. 
Noting that it took four 
months to pick a jury for the 
Seale-Huggins trial, 
the ex- 
prosecutor went on; “ 1 don’t 
say he’s wrong The cost to the 
courts of these protracted trials 
is very, very grave. Maybe all 
the system can afford is one 
trial per customer " 
Still, Uviller said, “ it’s re­ 
markable how quickly people 
forget what they read and put 
it out of their minds ’ 
To insist on using only a jury 


that has never heard of defend­ 
ants like Jack Ruby, Alice 
Crimmins. Charles Manson and 
Bobby Seale, “ might mean se­ 
lecting a jury only of moron.s 
and illiterates.’’ he said 
The Supreme (’ourt h;is been 
exceptioniilly protective of de­ 
fendants’ right to a fair trial, 
unspoiled by prejudicial public­ 
ity 
Last January, it upset a 
conviction of the Rev James 
E. (Jroppi because his plea to

time that attendance is increasing 
and 
additional 
classes

When you are talking about 
capital 
improvements 
at 
the 
Fairgrounds, $50,000 isn't worth a 
pitchfork full of manure. As Fair 
Secretary 
Wilbert 
Askew 
has 
repeatedly pointed out, he has 123 
permanent, 
aging 
buildings 
to 
maintain on the fairgrounds, and 
when you divide that into $50,(K)0 
you get some idea of the magnitude 
of the ta.sk. 


The State Fair has been one of 
the favorite whipping boys in the 
General Assembly in recent years, 
chiefly among legislators who think 
the Fair spends too much money. 
Many of these well-meaning men, 
combined with a few city types 
who don’t know a Guernsey cow 
from a Brahma bull, apparently 
would be content to let the F'air go 
down the drain entirely.

Specifically, his 
workers complain that he houses a dozen 
dogs on government property unsanitarily 
close to the monitoring station, that he has 
fed them for six years on government time 
and that he trucks their food around in a 
government-owned vehicle. 


Not only does Davie carry dog food in his 
government car, it is alleged, but he takes 
his family on official trips while he is 
monitoring Alaskan radio stations. 


The employes charge Davie also intim­ 
idates them by recording their talks 
with him. Once he sicced local police on an 
employe on a robbery charge, which later 
proved false, they say.

wit. 


McCloskey, serious and dogged, 
was grimly determined to ex­ 
plain his convictions.

The talk, which of­ 
ten floated away from the main 
issue, was occasionally heated 
but always without personal 
rancor or angry outbursts.

then my husband sprayed them with a borrowed paint 
sprayer, using epoxy paint. We even changed the color from 
white to avocado green and sprayed the refrigerator as well 
as a pull-down lamp in the kitchen. They have a beautiful 
sheen and no brush marks. — RITA 


D EA R R E A D E R S — Mr. D. P. B. spray-painted his 


cabinets and had some reminders that could be important to 
the end result. He urges one to be sure the surface is sanded 
perfectly smooth before starting, that all gloss from the old 
paint is removed and that it is always better to put on two or 
more thin coats of paint rather than one thick one, which 
would be more likely to run.

Contract Talks 
At Slow Pace 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
New England Patriots are hav­ 
ing no trouble in contract nego­ 
tiations with Jim Plunkett. But 
the New Orleans Saints are at 
a complete stand-still in talks 
with Archie Manning because 
his agent is “asking a figure 
the greatest quarterbacks nev­ 
er got.” 
The difference in negotiations 
involving the two clubs and the 
first two quarterbacks selected 
in the pro draft are astonish- 
ing-U pto n Bell, the Patriots’ 
general manager smiling over 
proceedings 
with 
Plunkett’s 
agent and Vic Schwenk, the 
Saints’ general manager, gri­ 
macing over proceedings with 
Manning’s representative. 
“We are not even close to­ 
gether and I do not feel they 
a r e 
b e i ng 
reasonable.” 
Schwenk explained during a 
break at the National Football 
League owners’ meeting here. 
“We’re not in any way trying 
to be stingy. Our offer is more 
than legitimate.” 
What Manning is asking is 
anyone’s guess. But it is known 
that Jo e Namath signed a $427.- 


000 contract when he was a 
rookie and quarterbacks such 
as Johnny Unitas. John Brodie 
and Fran Tarkenton are in the 
$100.000-a-year category. 


The problems with Manning, 
according to Schwenk. stem 
from two factors—Manning’s 
agent. Frank Grosthwait. is a 
rookie negotiator handling his 
first contract and the pro bas­ 
ketball war that has spawned 
million-dollar contracts for un­ 
tested rookies. 


While Schwenk mulls the situ­ 
ation over. Bell can’t help but 
be pleased with the Plunkett 
negotiations being conducted 
through his agent. Wayne Hoo­ 
per. 


The Patriots, however, have 
Plunkett on their mind much of 
the time and have placed at 
least one price on his head by 
insuring him for several pre­ 
season all-star games in which 
he will perform before joining 
the club.
